Last year, we Americans 


killed one person on the av- 
erage of every It minutes. 
The 1953 death total was 88,300. 
In 1953, someone was injured in 


a traffic accident every 23 sec- 
onds. A total of 1,350,000 were in- 
jured to the point where they 
were disabled beyond the day of 
the accident. 


For every fatality, one or more 


persons was totally and perma- 
ently disabled, thereby becoming 
a financial burden either to his 
family, or to his community, or 
both. 


The price of traffic accidents 


was estimated at $4 billions. This 
is five times greater than all fire 
losses for the same period. 


Traffic acidents last year 


were the greatest single killer 
of farm people, next to natural 
death.

In 1953. there were nearly 10 


million traffic accidents. In addi- 
tion to approximately one million 
fatal and personal injury acci- 
dents, there were about three and 
a half million property damage ac- 
cidents involving S25 or more. 


The United States required a 


half a century to reach its mil- 
lionth traffic fatality in 1951. 
At the present rale, only half 
as long will be required to kill 
the second million. 
With about 55 million motor vehi- 


cles on the streets and highways, 
the traffic death rate in 1953 was 
7.1 for every 10 million miles trav- 
eled.

they are brought into court and 
classified as delinquents, contact 
those youths in jail who are in se- 
rious trouble with the law, and to 
contact youths who are returning 
to society from jail or prison. 


Hear Appeal 


The action was taken following 


an appeal to the Association for co- 
operation by Bales and Sheriff 
John Stouffer. 


Bales pointed at the number of 


Lee County youths who have been 
sentenced to prison in recent 
months and appealed to the Asso- 
ciation for their aid in heading off 
these youths from eventual prison 
sentences. 


"We need to work with these 


youths before they are hauled into 
court and classified as a delinquent 
by society," Bales added. 


Stouffer said he will throw open 


all facilities in the County jail for 
the use of the ministers in con- 
tacting the youths in trouble and 
added they need not be restricted 
by existing visiting hours. 


"We can't overlook, 
however, 


that a boy in jail is there because 
he has violated society's rules and 
it is our job also to enforce the 
law," Stouffer warned. 


The problem of psyochological 


help and guidance was discussed 
by the members in an effort to de- 
cide who in the clergy, schools and 
institutions could do the most good 
in combatting the problem. 


The Most Rev. Vernon L. S. 


Jones, rector of St. Luke's Episco- 
pal Church, said, "Some of us 
might do much more damage than 
good when contacting these youths 
because of our inadequate training 
in youth problems." 


Questions discussed by the Asso- 


ciation included: "Who of us is 
qualified to help in this work?" 
"Can we recognize our limitations 
and opportunities in dealing with 
this problem?" and "When should

Reports on Condition of 
Pope Discloses Conflicts 


VATICAN CITY OPi—Reliable informants in the Vatican said Pope 


Pius Xn was somewhat weaker today, but a later official statement 
said his condition showed a slight improvement. 


Any change for the worse in his 


condition would be first since the 
collapse which brought him near 
death on Dec. 2. He has made a 
slow, but steady, gain ever since. 


The reports, unofficial but reli- 


able, from within the Vatican said 
the Pope was having dificulty in 
getting food down and seemed to 
be feeling the strain of Sunday's 
big event — consecration of his 
good friend Msgr. Viovanni Battis- 
ta Montini as archbishop of Milan. 


A Vatican communique issued at 


2:30 p.m. (9:30 a.m. CST) said: 


"This morning a slight improve- 


ment was found in the health of 
the Holy Father. The pontiff as 
usual devoted much of his time to 
prayer and work. Audiences with 
Msgrs. Domenico Tardmt (prosec- 
retary of state for ordinary affairs) 
and Angelo Dell'acqua (Substitute 
secretary of state) took place today 
as usual." 


Official reports in the ppst have 


been inclined to minimize the seri- 


ousness of the 78-year-old Pope's 
condition. 


Later, two highly placed Vatican 


sources said the official bulletin 
had been toned down at the re- 
quest of the Vatican secretariat of 
state. The sources said that as 
originally written it was "some- 
what less optimistic." The two in- 
formants said the Vatican news- 
paper, 
L'Osservatore 
Romano, 


also had been asked to eliminate 
un-optimistic references from its 
daily editorial. 


The Pope on Saturday recorded 


a blessing lasting nearly five min- 
utes which was broadcast at the 
close of the ceremony Sunday. 


Vatican sources revealed the 


message had to be recorded twice, 
because the Pope's voice faltered 
the first time. On the version 
which was broadcast, his voice ap- 
peared stronger than it had when 
he gave ui> two previous mM*ag«i.

Denies Talk 
Of Divorce 


CLEVELAND ffl — Dr. Samuel 


Sheppard calmly denied under a 
pounding cross examination today 
that he wrote a letter to his wife 
in 1950 regarding divorce. 


He said the letter simply inform- 


ed her that he had taken a girl 
to a dance. 


The cross examination began 


early began in the opening session 
of the ninth week. of Sheppard's 
trial. The state accuses him of 
beating his wife Marilyn, to death 
last July 4. 


As he closed the direct examina- 


tion, Sheppard's lawyer William J. 
Corrigan asked him dramatically: 


"Doctor, in your lifetime, have 


you ever commited any sins?" 


Sheppard hesitated a moment 


and then said: 


"Yes. sir. I have succumbed to 


human frailities." 


Admits Letter 


Opening the cross questioning-, 


State's Atty. John J. Mahon went 
swiftly to the events of 1950 when 
Sheppard was finishing his intern- 
ship at a Los Angeles hospital. 


His wife was in Cleveland at 


the time, Sheppard said. 


The accused man admitted he 


wrote a letter to her at that time. 
He said he discussed it with a 
classmate, Dr. Lester Hoversten. 


"And he advised you not to send 


the letter, didn't he?" Mahon 
asked. 


"That's my impression," Shep- 


pard replied. 


"The reason he advised vou was 


in that 
because it was mentioned 
letter about divorce?" 


"No. sir. that's not correct." 


Sheppard said Hoversten had a 
date to a hospital dance but was 
unable to keep it. Sheppard said 
he took the girl to the dance him-

Wood; Hold Suspects 


BRINKLEY. Ark. Iff)—A 


strong possibility that the 
five-year-old d a u g h t e r of 
Brinkley socialite Sue Fuller 
saw her mother murdered 
loomed today. 


Police Chief Frank Henderson 


said that the little girl, Mary 
Helen, told him that, "I saw the 
man hit momma." 


However, the chief said that he 


had not questioned the child close- 
ly, and he seemed to think there 
may be only a small chance that 
the little girl could recognize the 
killer. 


Mrs. Fuller, 25-year-old wife of 


Brinkley's Buick dealer Milton 
Fuller, was beaten to death with a 
stick of stove wood as she slept m 
her modest home shortly before 
dawn Sunday. 


Finds Wife 


Her husband told police that he 


found his dying wife when he was 
awakened by the thud when she 
fell from her bed. Fuller was 
asleep on a couch in the living 
room at the time, he said. Mary 
Helen and her 18-month-old sister, 
Kathy, were in a bedroom adjoin- 
ing their mothers. 


Henderson said all officers work- 


ing on the case have become con- 
vinced that robbery was the m 
Uve for the slaying. Mrs. Fuller's 
purse was stolen by her killer, and 
thrown into a tree a short distance 
from the home. 


The purse, a stick of stove wood 


—the apparent murder weapon— 
and a blood-stained shirt were sent 
to Little Rock for examination by 
the state medical examiner and 
state police. 


Hold Suspects 


The shirt was taken, said Chief 


Henderson, from one of "six or 
seven" men jailed in a general po- 
lice roundup shortly after the mur- 
der was reported. 


Henderson said the owner of the 


shirt told him the garment was 
stained when he suffered a nose 
bleed Friday. The stains will be 
checked against a sample of the 
victim's blood. A posse of almost 
100 officers, which sifted through 
this area until past dark last night 
gave up their search this morning 
for the barefooted prowler. 


A huge manhunt was launched 


for a tall man with one shoe miss- 
ing. Bare footprints were found in 
the back yard, near a woodpile, 
where it was believed the killer 
had picked up his weapon. Police 
Chief Frank Henderson said bare- 
foot mud tracks were found on the 
kitchen floor. 


Identify Killer 


State police issued a pickup or- 


der for a six-foot white man wear- 
ing a khaki overcoat and believed 
to be minus one shoe. 


The Fuller family physician Dr. 


W. L. Walker reported Mrs. Fuller 
had not been raped, but he said 
there was a chance rape had been 
attempted. 


Fuller, owner of an automobile

with the magazine U. S. News and 
World Report whether this coun- 
try is "subtantially ahead of So- 
viet Russia" in the atomic arms 
race. Strauss replied: 


"Yes. \Ve started sooner. We 


have more material to experiment 
with. We have more facilities. We 
believe we have more of these very 
large expeiimental machines. But, 
since I can't look behind the Iron 
Curtain. I can't be absolutely cer- 
tain. Most impoitantly, we have 
a devoted gtoup of flee men at 
work on the problems. . . . 


"We are making very rapid and 


satisfactory progress. In * busi- 


ness which has no competition un- 
til and unless you go to war, it's 
a little dangerous to feel assurance 
that the progress is satisfactory, 
but I believe it is." 


Strauss said the nation now has 


about 8'z billion dollars invested 
in its atomic energy business, and 
that the present program contem- 
plates spending of about half a 
billion dollars more on the plant. 


"Then," he said, "we will be 


running along with an operating 
expenditure of about two billion 
dollars a year . . . for a* long 
aa one can fora**,"

Editorials 


A Balanced Budget 


A balanced federal budget is an objective any pur- 


poseful government should be eager to proclaim, and to 
pursue with energy. But, in this age of peril, even at best 
the goal is extremely difficult to achieve. 


The Eisenhower administration set this aim from the 


start, but is has not yet been able to attain it. In the Pres- 
idents first year, the budget showed a S3 billion deficit. 
In 


the current fiscal year, prospects are for a deficit close to 
S4.7 billion. 
And now Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey says 


there is no hope of bringing income and outgo into balance 
for the year which will begin next July 1. He doubts that 
the government can do more than hold the deficit somewhere 
below S3 billion. 
• • • • 


This performance, measured against GOP campaign 


promises of 1952, perhaps will give the Democrats some- 
thins to taunt their Opponents with. Nevertheless, the 
achievement is considerable when placed beside the last 
complete budget of the Truman regime, which showed a 
deficit of S9.5 billion. 


Defense and foreign aid spending, as always, form the 


hard nut that not even the most ambitious budget-balancer 
can crack. It is a question how much more these outlays 
could be reduced without gravely impairing the national se- 
curity. 
,, 


Indeed, some pretty powerful arguments are advanced 


for spending bigger sums than we do in this field. Asia 
is in pressing: need of economic help. In the military sphere 
Russia is believed well on the way to having enough nu- 
clear weapons and bombers to deliver crushing blows against 
the United States. 


Ironically, some of the Democrats who will be chiding 


the GOP on its budget-balancing promises are strongly con- 
vinced we should now be spending more.

sible to assure our survival. To put a fixed price on the 
effort we will make — to say we will spend no more than a 
stated sum —is to try for a sort of bargain-counter free- 
dom. 


Of course we do not wish to be bled white in this con- 


test. But neither do we want to be caught in the counting 
house, squinting at a balance sheet, while free nations fall 
to communism and Russia stands poised with enough de- 
liverable atomic might to smash liberty in its strongest 
bastion — the United States.

About Recruiting 


DALLAS (#)— Copies of a 400 


word statement that the Southwest 
Conference's very existence is en 
dangered by a wave of illegal re- 
cruiting went out today to alumni 
groups of the 
seven 
member 


schools. 


It was the alumni that the facul- 


ty committee, governing body of 
the conference, hit at mostly in a 
report on athletic subsidization at 
its winter meeting over the week 
end. 


And. it was pointed out, this is 


the hardest group to control, that 
while "evidence of such wrong 
doing has occurred is too strong to 
be doubted" the kind of evidence 
that will stand up in court could 
not be obtained. 


The committee found that valu 


able gifts to prospective athletes 
payment of money and promise o 
employment to parents in an effor 
to influence athletic recruiting anc 
efforts to evade the rule in the 
proper signing of athletes were 
threatening "the good name" o: 
the conference. 


The committee expected a pledge 


from each member of the league 
that ft would tighten rules to better 
control its alumni and other sup 
porters of its athletic teams. The

Methodist—a r e distributing the 
statement to the alumni organiza 
tions. 


It was the first time in history 


for the Southwest Conference to 
openly acknowledge that recruiting 
had gotten out of hand and to make 
an appeal to the public to discour 
age undue interference by the 
alumni.

Asks For Music 


Recently Tenneson wrote his 


mother in Minnesota asking her to 
send him sheet music of such sen- 
timental songs as "White Christ- 
mas" and "Dear Hearts and Gen- 
tle People." 


Richard Tenneson is groping for 


solace in music as our people 
have for centuries, and as they 
always will. 


Even in war, they found comfort 


in music . . . 


In North Africa, soldiers gath- 


ered around their radios at night 
and searched the wavelengths until 
they found the music they wanted. 
Always it %vas music. Perhaps it 
was a French song or an American 
dance band or their favorite. "Lili 
Marlene," the German ballad. 


Across Italy and France and 


Germany the soldiers paused to 
play the pianos in th« battered 
houses. Sometimes the notes could 
be heard above the rattle of gun- 
fire in the streets outside. 


In Liege. Belgium, the Germans 


had retreated. The little night club 
opened its doors for the first time 
in months. A makeshift Belgian 
band was trying hard but it was 
a pretty dismal effort until the 
blackout curtains parted and six 
GIs strode into the room. 


The six Americans had the grime 


of the infantry on them. You knew 
they were combat men by their 
young-old faces .They stacked their 
carbines and went to the band- 


stand and the Belgians handed 
them the musical instruments. 


They poured out their hearts in 


music that night, those GIs. They 
exulted in the wild freedom of jazz 
and washed away their loneliness 
in the blues from the bayou coun- 
try. Then they laid down the instru- 
ment, picked up their carbines, 
and walked into the night where 
the darkness was broken by the 
flashes of artillery fire. 


I'm sure they were happier be- 


cause the music had brought them 
nearer home and the things they 
would return to in a few more 
months. 


Memories Of Sicily 


Off the coast of Sicily, the troops 


filed into the black hold of an in- 
vasion ship and clambered into the 
amphibious trucks which would 
carry them ashore behind the Ger- 
man lines. 


We sat in the blackness, tense 


and afraid, waiting for H-hour. And 
then came the thin notes of a har- 
monica, rising and falling with the 
bittersweet melody, "Night and 
Day." 


Somewhere in the darkness a 


youth was voicing all the loneli- 
ness, yearning and hope that was 
inside him. The music made you 
think of those you loved and of 
what you would return to someday 
when this thing was ended. 


It seemed as if hundreds of men 


were holding their breath so they 
wouldn't miss a single note of the 
music that came out of the dark- 
ness. For a fleeting time they re- 
membered 
another 
and 
better 


world. 


He'll Remember 


Richard Tenneson will remem- 


ber too when he hears the music 
he asked his mother to send him.
